STATE TROOPS 
QUELL STRIKE 
RIOT AT GARY 


GARY, Ind., Oct. 6.-—State troops 


early today succeeded in suppressing 
race and strike riots which broke out 
at intervals during the last 36 hours. 
Four companies of Indiana militia 
guarded streets leading to the steel 
plants. Additional guard troops were 
held in reserve at East Chicago, 
where Adjutant 
General Harry B. 


Smith is in command. 


Adjutant General Smith announced 


that he had authority from Secretary 
of War Baker to call for regular army 
troops if the state guard is unable to 
control the situation. 
One thousand 


regular army soldiers of the fourth 
division "are held in reserve at Fort 
Sheridan for strike duty. 


The first troops arrived 
in Gary 


shortly before midnight. They were 
sent by General Smith on request of 
Mayor Hodges. The mayor reported 
that local authorities could no longer 
control 
the 
situation 
when great 


crowds of strike sympathizers gather- 
ed before the gates of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Co. and the GarJ 
Works of the Illinois Steel Co. 


Police kept mobs from storming the 


gates until arrival • of 
the 
militia. 


Shortly after the troops arrived, the 
crowds dispersed. 


The troops, a battalion consisting of 


companies E, H, and F of the second 
regiment of Indiana reserve 
militia 


and company F, of the first regiment, 
detrained at Fourth-st and Broadway 
near the Gary works. Led by Major 
Lauden Harriman, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church of Indianap- 
olis, the soldiers marched to the po- 
lice station, where Major Harriman 
reported to Chief Forbes. 


A large crowd followed the troops to 


the station but there was no demon- 
stration or disorder. 


The soldiers were distributed 
at 


strategic points to guard against re- 
ported plants to storjn the steel plants 
and drag out strike breakers at work 
within.

not a good thing for the president, it 
was learned and the weather Sunday 
afternoon seemed to depress him, but 
last night he showed no ill effects 
from it and showers during the night 
proved 
refreshing. 
The 
president 


napped during the night, was cheerful 
and evinced a lively interest in go*' 
ernment matters. It was with diffi- 
culty that his attendants were able 
to guide his thots into other channels 
in conformance with the plan of com- 
plete rest. 


Supplementing the late bulletin it 


was said informally last night that the 
president was about as in the morn- 
ing. 


It became increasingly apparent to- 


day from the statement of those about 
the president that his ' improvement 
will be a slow process .that the 
re- 


building of his strength can only be 
accomplished by a protracted 
rest. 


Dr. Grayson still declines to hazard a 
guess on how long the president will 
be required to stay away from his 
desk and pointed out that in illness of 
this nature, progress is necessarily 
slow. 


Dr. Grayson, it was learned, feels 


that his patient has made some prog- 
ress toward recovery and believes it 
can be maintained. At the same time 
he is not willing to announce that this 
improvement is such as to preclude 
a relapse like that which occurred 
when it was stated "the president is 
a very sick man." 


Grayson is obviously more cheerful 


hut on careful watch against any pos- 
sible change for the worse.

LONDON, Oct. 6.-—British railway 


workers were returning to their posts 
today after both the strikers and the 
government had made concessions 
yesterday which ended this country's 
greatest labor walkout. 


On many of the railway lines trains 


were in operation 
cany today. 
In 


some quarters fear was expressed that 
agitators might cause further trou- 
ble, but. there was no evidence of it 
in London where the night shifts gen- 
eral ly reported for work last night. 


With both sides claiming victory the 


average Briton was concerned chiefly 
with the pimple fact that a setlement 
had been reached. 


Regardless of the partisan claims ol 


victory, Britain recognizes generaly 
that both sides conceded some points 
and granted some compromises; both 
retained enough to "save their faces" 
and both are plainly conscious of the 
terrible possibilities 
involved 
in a 


failure to settle the issue. 


Under the terms of the settlement, 


wages will remain at their present, 
level until September 30, 1920, when 
they will be reviewed in the light of 
existing conditions. 


The government will pay the 
ar- 


rears iri "wages which were withheld 
owing to the strikers' breach of con- 
tract. 
The government also made a 


concession of reopening negotiations 
with the strikers after tho premier 
had refused to engage in further dis- 
cussion until the men returned 
to 


work. 
The strikers conceded the re- 


adjustment of the wage, level In Sep- 
tember, and grante,d minor 
conces- 


sions relating to minimum wages. 


The press was markedly concilia- 


tory today only The Daily Telegraph 
and The Morning Post emphasizing 
that the terms were practically iden- 
tical with those rejected before the 
strike. 
These papers point out that 


the addition of an extra six months 
before wages are reviewed was 
a 


mere "saver of face" since It, is most 
improbable that the cost of liivng will 
fall below the 110 per cent standard 
because tho railway men's minimum 
wage is to continue while the cost of 
living is 110 per cent above the pro- 
w^> level. 


The papers are almost, unanimous 


in declaring that the railway men's 
action proved the futility of a general 
strike.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The defini- 


tion of the term "purebred hires" is 
written 
in 
one 
word—"economy." 


There are many definitions, many of 
them learned and long, that might be 
written, but the breeding experts of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture, when they met to launch the 
state and national crusade for "Better 
Sires—Better Stock," agreed that the 
primary meaning of it is economy. 


The scrub hog requires a certain 


number of bushels of cora to make 
200 pounds of pork. The purebred or 
high grade hog takes the same num- 
ber of bushels of corn and makes 300 
pounds of pork. 
The purebred 
or 


high grade cow makes three gallons 
of milk out of the same quantity of 
silage that the scrub cow uses to make 
a gallon and a half of milk. These 
figures are not meant to be scientific- 
ally exact, of course, but merely to il- 
lustrate the principle. The result is 
that the farmer gets more pounds of 
salable product out of his feed when 
he uses purebred sires at the head of 
his herds arid flocks. He gets more 
money and his family lives better. But 
something else happens 
When 
he 


sells more pounds of a better class of 
meat or more gallons of rich milk, he 
feeds the city family better than he 
did when he kept scrub stock. 
The 


final result of purebred sires is that 
the farmer makes 'more money and 
the city family gets more and better 
food, probably at lower prices. 


The crusade, the experts say, event- 


ually will tend to result in reducing 
the cost of living to 'the 
consumer 


-without taking the difference out of 
the pocket of the producer. For that 
reason, they point out, the city man 
has a definite, money interest in the 
better sires crusade. 
While he can 


hardly be expected to put the same 
amount of effort into it that the live 
stock breeder should, he is expected 
to give encouragement and aid to the 
program whenever the opportunity of- 
fers 
And there will be no lack of op- 


portunity, particularly in the smaller 
cities and towns where the farmers 
are in close contact with 
the 
city 


business men. 


URGES URBAN 
CONSUMERS TO 
GET ORGANIZED

ple must organize as> well as the farm- 
ers, if they hope to get food at reason- 
able prices, according to Vernon H. 
Davis chief of the state bureau

markets, in a report to the state board 
of agriculture today. 


Davis' bureau is doing everything in 


its power to encourage 
"collective 


buying" among city folk. 


At the &ame time, Davis believes, 


that a reasonable organization among 
producers is as much the hope of the 
city man for abundance of food prod- 
ucts at reasonable prices as it is ^he 
hope of the farmer for a reasonable 
return for his labor and energy ex- 
pended in production.
